Service on the line be- 
tween New York City and Bermuda 
is expected to begin late next 
Autumn in time for the Winter tour- 
ist season.

The words, uttered as he actually 
crossed the border, supplemented a, 
formal farewell message which the; 
Prime Minister delivered to the 
American people earlier in the day, 
in which he declared he soon was to 
zo home to England, “rich with the 
proof that, while the Atlantic divides 
us, the cause of peace unites us.”’ 


Gives Message to Correspondents. 


This formal farewell was delivered : 


through a group of American and 
British newspaper correspondents in 
his suite at the Niagara Hotel, in Ni- 


agara Falls, N. Y¥.; just.before he set 
out for a trip around the American 
side of the falls. The correspondents 
had been assembled for some min- 
utes when the Prime Minister walked 
into the room. 

He eeted them with his usual 
smile, but seemed reluctant to launch 
into what was known to be coming. 
He walked around the room a couple 
of times; stopping oncé by a window 
to gaze out.over-the great Falls and 
the deep gorge below, where the 
waters of the Niagara were losing 
themselves for a moment in spray 
and foam, to again emerge under 
the arch of a complete and perfect 
rainbow. It was one of the prettiest 
days the Niagara country has ever 
seen. 

‘Beautiful, beautiful; _ beautiful!’’ 
said this man who once wrote poetry. 

He then turned quickly to. the 
newspaper men and explained why 
he had called them. Doing so, he 
pulled out a single sheet of. paper 
on which he had written his fare- 
well message yesterday between

Mr. MacDonald’s Message.

Paris Will Emphasize intention Only 
to Prepare Program for Geneva 
- Disarmament Sessions, 5

PARIS, Oct. 15.—A favorable:reply 
to the British Government's invita- 
tion to France to attend the naval 
limitation conference in London next 
January will be:sent within the next 
few days, the French Cabinet de- 
cided at a meeting this morning on 
a motion by Premier Briand. 

To the French note of acceptance 
will be attached suggestions of the 
same kind as those contained in the 
British invitation as to the scope of 
the conference and its objects. These 
suggestions will be in the nature of 
the .French _ pro “pre and it is ex- 
pected that th government will 
make it clear from the start that 
preparation.of a limitation scheme 
which can be subsequently discussed 
and approved by the Geneva disarm- 
ament conference is as far as it is 
prepared to go. 

France will oppose any definite and 
final limitation arrangement by the 
London conference itself on any class 
of ships. Such an attitude is in full 
coutamantty with the attitude toward 
the disarmament problem which the 
French have always maintained, and 
while it may be open to criticism of 
the other countries as ee pw 
what negative, it is apparent to thos 
who know the state of public and 
party opinion in France that no gov- 
ernment can go any further. 

It may be accepted now as a fore- 
gone conclusion that any proposal to 
limit .French naval construction by 
any yardstick méasure on a basis of 
even comparative parity with any 
other nation ‘would be rejected by the 
Parliament, and a government which 
would submit’ such a scheme for 
ao would be immediately de- 

eated. 


Anxious to Aid Geneva. 


On the other hand the French are 
‘sincerely anxious that the London 
conference should bé so prepared 
and. so directed that, it will. contribute 
to a successful solution through the 
Geneva organization of the whole 
vast problem of land, sea and air 
disarmament. They believe that with 
the removal of rivalry between Eng- 
land and the United States, which 
they. hope has resulted from Am- 
bassador Dawes’s.. negotiations in 
England. and Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald’s visit. to the United States. 
one of the gréat- obstacles to agree- 
ment on the sea problem has been 
removed. There is no precise knowl- 
edge -of. the, extent. .to which that 
agreement has been achieved or the 
conditions which make its.full ac- 
ceptance dependent on the results of 

e London conference. 

“Francs will be the first to 
rejoice,”” Le Temps says tonight, “‘if 
a formula of agreement has really 
been found between the United States 
and: E. ngland, whose opposite conten- 
tions on the method of naval limita- 
tion has been one of the obstacles in 
the road of the preparatory disarma- 
ment commission, if that formula is 
acceptable to the other interested 
powers.’’ 

It is, however, only the method of 

limitation as proposed by London 
and Washington which France a 
willing to discuss. If the two Ang! 
Saxon countries decide to eae oe.

It-is therefore impossible fpr France 
to go further now in accéptance of 
the invitation than to say she _ will 
attend and suggest,.in view of her 
own position, the. objectives which 
can most profitably be aimed at.

Three men were arrested yesterday 
charged with attempted blackmail 
and violation of the Sullivan law 
following the receipt of a series of 
three threatening letters by Dr. An- 
thony Bonsignore of 444 Avenue ‘TT, 
Brooklyn. A bomb, described at the 
time by police as of ‘‘harmless 
powder,’’ was exploded on Oct. 7, 
last, On the front porch of Dr. Bon- 
signore’s home. later he was noti- 
fied that this bomb had been only a 
‘‘reminder’’ that unless he handed 
over, $25,000 demanded of him the 
house would be blown up. 

The first letter demanding this 
sum was received by Dr. Bonsignore 


last Sept: 15. He ignored it. Ten | ber 


days later a second letter came. 


Then he notified the police. But 
while policemen were trying to trace 
the sender of the letters the bombing 
incident cool. Little damage was 
done to Dr.:Bonsignore’s house, al- 
though windows were shattered in 
several adjacent. dwelli The 
bomb had been placed un er a con- 
erete bench, and that withstood most 
of the force of the explosion. 

The third letter arrived. Oct. 13. It 
announced that this was a ‘‘last 
warning’’ and was signed ‘Three 
men ready to kill.” Below the sig- 
nature was the rough drawing of a 
coffin in which was a boy. Dr.

Early yesterday morning the doc- 
tor received an anonymous telephone 
call, advising him that this was his 
last. chance: and threatening, unless 
the $25,000 was paid over .immedi- 
ately, to blow up his house.

Bonsignore informed the blackmailer 
that he did not have $25,000 in cash, 
but promised, if the man would call 
for it at 4 P. M,, he would try to 
raise the money in the meanwhile. 

Promptly at 4 P. M. a man rang 
the front door bell of Dr. Bonsig- 
nore’s home. He was seized by De- 
tectives Eugene Canevari and Jousptl 
Cazza of the Bomb Squad, who had 
been stations there.

Millions of 
American men and women with fam- 
ilies to support actually are earning 
wages insufficient to maintain our 
high American standard of | living, 


and consequently are unable to save’ 


funds to provide security for their 
old age.” 


Thomas Wants Federal Law. 


Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for Mayor, but ‘‘speaking under 


the auspices of a non-partisan organi- 
zation and for a; cause that has at 
last gained some popularity with the

South and to form plans for organ- 
izing the Southern workers regard- 
less of craft or calling. 

A committee on organization will 
be appointed by President William 
Green to meet within thirty days and 
to take steps to draw up comprehen- 
sive plans, 

Following an appeal by President 
William Canavan of the Stage Hands’ 
Union that $1,000,000 be raised, a 
committee of three was appointed to 
gather funds for use in the present 
emergency while the executive coun- 
cil. was empowered to call upon the 
international unions for contribu- 


fons to the ‘‘war chest’? that will 
“nance a long organizing campaign. 


Eloquence Stirs Deep Fervor. 


The delegates were moved by elo- 
‘uent appeals calling for ‘‘a resurg- 
mee of labor’s militant spirit.’”’” An 
‘Imost religious fervor pervaded the 
issembly as speakers outlined the 
woblem of the South as one that 
:alled for “sacrifices such as were 
nade by the early Christians.” 

Speakers recounted the story of 
Tlizabethton, Tenn., and of the re- 
sent events at Marion, N. C., where 
‘ive textile workers were killed early 
his month. They also told the 
‘stretch-out’’ system, characterized 
‘3 “a crude and ignorant efficiency 
ystem’’ to whose introduction was 
ttributed the wave of restlessness 
mong the Southern textile workers. 

Margaret Bowen, a thin slip of a 
tirl, in a simple narration of the 
weurences: at Elizabethton, Tenn., 
ifter she was ‘‘hired on” in the 
vayon mills last Spring, moved the 
lelegates to outbursts of applause 
snd the entire gathering of nearly a 
thousand men and women rose to 
their feet in tribute to the girl who 
‘vas presented to them as a type of 
‘extile worker anxious for union or- 
yanization. 


Church Council Pledges Aid. 


The discussion of the Southern tex- | 
‘ile situation was introduced by Pres- 
ident Thomas F. McMahon of the 
United Textile Workers of America, 
who was followed by President An- 
drew Furuseth of the International 
Seamen’s Union, W. C. Birthright, 
secretary of the Tennessee Federa- 
tion of Labor; Matilda Lindsay of 
the Women’s Trade Union League, 
Vice President Francis Gorman .of 
the Textile Union, President Green 
of the A. F. of L. and James William 
Fitzpatrick of the Associated Actors 
and Artists of America. 

A letter was read from the Rev. 
Dr. Worth M. Tippy of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 


America pledging the cooperation of 
the churches to the federation in its 
plan of organization. 

In his address Mr. MacMahon re- 
viewed the history of unior organiza- 
tion in the South in the last quarter 
century. He contrasted the average 
wage of $9.56 for a fifty-five-hour | 
week in South Carolina with an aver-|

age wage of $16.47 in Massachusetts | 
for forty-eight hours and asked how, 
men could bring up families on such | 
incomes. 


Furuseth Sounds Battle Call. 


Mr. Furuseth declared that Mr. 
MacMahon’s speech was “‘a fighting 
address” and urged complete coop- | 
eration with the textile union. He 
warned the delegates that in extend- 
ing union organization to the South 
they would be faced by “the real 
thing’’ in injunctions and opposition, 
but he was confident that they would 
realize that the fight was one of all 
organized labor, not for the textile 
workers alone.

Vice President Gorman of the Tex- 
tile Union asserted that the funeral 
of the victims of the ‘‘Marion mas- 
sacre’? marked the ‘‘passing of in- 
dustrial slavery in the South.” 

‘“‘The union men were murdered not 
in defiance of law but while obeying 
the law,’’ he continued. ‘‘Most of 
them were shot in the back while 
running away from tear gas. 

‘‘The Southern worker was docile 
because he has been the victim of a 
conspiracy for years. The industry 
has been built on the blood of wo- 


men and children by forces they were 
powerless to combat. 

‘“These forces do not want to see 
any one spread the gospel of light 
and hope. But a new day has dawned 
in the South. The new generation of 
young men and women are borage: Sto 
keen interest in the organized labor 
movement. 

“The entire South is watching 
Marion and Elizabethton. The people 
of the South are ready for organiza- 
tion and enrolment in the American 
Federation of Labor.”’ 

Miss Bowen said that when she 
was engaged‘to work for the rayon 
plant in Elizabethton she was 
promised $16 a week and was paid 
$10.08. Out of this she had to pay 
$5 a week for a room and board, 
sharing a bed with another girl; $1 
a week for taxi fare and $1 for 
laundry. After many protests her 
wage was increased 1 cent an hour, 
to $10.64 a week, she said. 

After describing the three strikes 
in Elizabethton, which, she asserted, 
were caused by the failure of the 
management. to live up to, its 
promises, Miss Bowen declared: ““We 
people in the South may not be édu- 
cated because we come from the 
hills, but our hearts and souls are 
with the labor movement.” 


Green States Labor’s Aims in South. 


President Green followed with a 
tribute to Miss Bowen’s ‘‘sincere, elo- 
quent and convincing address.”” He 
then read a telegram from Governor 
Max Gardner of North Carolina re- 
gretting that illness prevented him 
from addressing the convention. 

Discussing conditions in the South, 
Mr. Green asserted that the charge 
that organized labor went to the 
South at the behest of Northern busi- 
ness to destroy Southern industry 
was untrue. , 

‘‘We are in the South because it is 
awakening and because the: workers 
appeal to us for help,’’ he said. ‘In 
their extremity, victims of greed and 
injustice, to whom can they turn ex- 
cept to the labor movement? They 
cannot expect help from .chambers 
of. commerce, from political organi- 
zations or from civic and fraternal 
organizations.’”’ 

In conclusion, he expressed the 
hope that the international unions 
would send their best organizers to 
the South and that this would be an 
answer ‘‘to those who say that for 
thirty years we have ignored the 
South.”’

Communist party. William F. Dunne, 
another Communist leader, demanded 
that defense counsel present him as 
a witness in the réle of expert on 
communism.

Ruling Based on 1777 Law. 


The law on which Judge Barnhill 
based his ruling on the religious 
issue is the North Carolina ‘‘Statute 
of Oaths’’ of 1777 which requires a 
witness to believe in divine punish- 
ment after death if he is to be per- 
mitted to testify. The law-has seldom 
been enforced. :

HOOVER PRAISES THE WORK 





He Expresses Reep Interest in the 
Problem of Recreation for All 
the People. 





LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 15.—Amer- 
ica must gain not only material pros- 
perity but profound ideas and inter- 
ests for leisure time, if the shorter 
workday is to justify itself, Mrs. 
Eugene Meyer Jr., chairman of the 
Westchester County (N. Y.) Recrea- 
tion Commission, said today, ad- 
dressing the National Recreation 
Congress in convention here under 
the auspices of the Playground and 
Recreat on Association of America. 

the workingman is going to 
- use his leisure merely to increase his 
material desires, he might better not 
have it.’? she assert *‘He must 
want not things but ideas. He must 
not only improve the kind of auto- 
mobile he has, but the kind of tastes 
and interests which occupy his mind. 
He must learn that leisure is not 
mer a pleasure but a responsibil- 
ity, for it is frequently just as 
enervatin and destructive as it can 
be ennobl . 

She told the 600 recreation direc- 
tors assembled for the conference 
that the public recreation movement 
must not be merely a sort of “‘glad’”’ 
movement, but must have its gravity 
and profundity. “It must bring great 
new gifts, néwscolor to the life of 
our nation, new music, a new thea- 
tre and a conception of life ry hs free, 
so vast, so productive of great 
that the world will shout its tte 
and admit that we have earned our 
freedom.”’ 

One danger which Mrs. Meyer.stes 
for the recreation movement is a 
lack of adaptability and sensitiveness 
to the desires of the people them- 
selves. 

“The working hcurs of the Ameri- 
can are already over-organized,’’ she 
declared. ‘‘Let us not do the same 
thing to his leisure.* * * Let us sl- 
ways respect the freedom of expres- 
sion, the individuality, the adven- 
turousness of those. with .whém’ we 
deal. Without such Zgeedom the 
recreation movement might: easily 
become another toof for that’ terrible 
desire for conformity, the fear of 
being the least bit different from the 
herd,. by which American life is slow- 
ly becoming dominated, if not en- 
slaved.’”’

Meyer read this letter addressed to 
her by President Hoover:

The decision of-yesterday, following 
trial of the two actions, concerns al- 
legations that exhibitors were com- 

elled to live up to certain prescribed 
forts of picture léases, that they 
were coerced , into ..observing pro- 
visions for the arbitration of all con- 
een vee ear and were 
otherwise harasse 

. “Phat competition between-the :dis- 
tributers has been promoted by the 
adoption of the standard exhibition 
contract,”’ the decision said, “and 
that in many ways the general trade 
conditions have been greatly im- 
roved, I have no doubt, and so find. 
But the are is equally clear that 
all. this good has been accomplished 
through the exercise, of irresistible 
force yp Bh, Pe, om by combination in 
the hands of the distributers, who 
Collectively control the available sup- 
ly of films and by virtue of this con- 
ol-have imposed their will upon the 
industry. 

“One can hardly imagine a more 
diréet restraint upon trade than an 
agreement between competitors in 

.an,epen market not to trade except 
upon terms which they have fixed 
in advance. But it is agreed that 
thé. terms of the standard exhibitors 
contract were not unfair or unrea- 
sonable and that the system of com- 
pulsory arbitration has been of greet 
advantage to exhibitors and dis- 
tributers alike.’

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WHEN LOBBYING IS VICIOUS. 


Under the Senate resolution to in- 
vestigate the activities of. the lobby 
at Washington, there was no at- 
tempt to separate the sheep from 
the goats. Lobbying is a portfolio 
word. It covers open and honorable 
attempts unselfishly to influence 
the action of Congress, as well as 
hidden and sordid efforts to extract 
personal advantages from legisla- 
‘tion. Lobbying is most suspicious 
and offensive when it is secret. No 
one can object to the.appearance of 
witnesses before congressional com- 
mittees, either voluntarily there or 
by request, ‘to state their views and 
to request that action be.taken in 
accordance with them. But when 
there are hole-and-corner proceed- 
ings, when there are fellows in the 
cellarage, when persons with a di- 
rect pecunia*y interest in a pending 
bill seek by fair means or foul to 
attain their ends, there is room for 
scandal and g-ound for inquiry. 

At the time when the President 
declared that the paid activities of 
Mr, SHEARER should be looked into, 
it was said on this page that tariff 
lobbyists are just as obnoxious: as 
those working for or against naval 
measures or shipping ‘bills. Justifi- 
cation for this opinion was fur- 
nished yesterday by the very. first 
hearing before the Senate commit- 
tee. Not simply did it uncover cer- 
tain men who, while professing to 
give expert advice to the Senate 
Finance Committee, were working 
for their own pockets, but it brought 
out a strange shifting of characters 
in the tariff play. At one moment 
an actor would be an avowed lobby- 
ist. Presently he would: appear as 
an official member of the Tariff 
Commission. After serving there for 
a time, he would go back and ‘be a 
lobbyist. In view of such a display 
of versatility, it is not surprising to 
find him turning up with a demand 
that a real expert should be dis- 
missed because he submitted. figures 
to the Senate Finance Committee 
which were, indeed, correct, but 
were not the ones which the highly 
protected manufacturers wanted. 

Every manoeuvre and operation 
behind the screen like this which the 
committee can turn up will add not 
only. to public information but to 
general condemnation of such meth- 
ods, of striving, for what. is.. still 
called, without a suggestion of cyni+ 
cism, “ the Ameritan’ system.” ;

BRITISH UNEMPLOYMENT. | 

With Mr. MAcDonatp’s™ retiirn 
from America will end the honey- 


moon of the Labor Government. Its 
achievements in foreign affairs have 


been impressive and popular. Put)“ 


there awaits it, with the meeting of 


workers, there are now 800,000 more 
employes in industry than in the 
boom year 1914.° That’ is almost 
exactly the number of permanently 
unemployed today out of a total of 
about 1,150,000 persons in receipt of 
unemployment relief. . Mr. THOMAS 
saw a promise of partial relief in 
municipal works and road-building, 
as well as in remoter contingencies 
like the Channel tunnel. But the 
nub of the problem is to *#;d mar- 
kets for British. .goods, and. that 
must take time. It was absurd to 
suppose that the Labor Government 
stands pledged to find jobs for a 
million persons in a year. 

Great Britain’s unemployment 
problem has its dark and its lighter 
side. On the one hand are its dimen- 
sions. In the years between 1894 
and 1913 the average rate of unem- 
ployment among trade unionists was 
4 per cent. Since 1921 it has been 
11 pér cent, and at the present 
moment is. nearly 10.per cent. Mr. 
THOMAS stated that since 1918 the 
outlay on unemployment relief has 
been the equivalent of three and a 
quarter billion dollars, with another 
half billion for poor law relief; and 
though the government contribu- 
tion or “dole” is only one-third 
of the contributions by workers 
and employers, that does. not 


2 affect the burden upon industry 


as a whole. There is a painfully 
slow rate of liquidation. Unlike 
Germany, the British have not had 
a single “good” year in which un- 
employment neared the vanishing 
point. But. on the other. hand the 
gain, if gradual, has been steady. 


}|From the “black June” of 1921, 


when the number of idle’ workers 
was 2,560,000, or 23 per cent of all 
insured, the decline has been no- 
table to the present. 1,100,000-odd. 
There have been no such formidable 
figures as Germany’s more than 
2,000,000 unemployed in the Winter 
of 1925-26, or more than 2,600,000 
idle last February. It is true that

LILY WHITES. 


Cheered by last year’s so edifying 
miracle,. Florida, Republican leaders 
are hopeful and perky.

They: will 
recommend to the next meeting of 
the State Committee that the party 
have primary elections restricted to 
white members. The “ white pri- 
mary,” established by the party or- 
ganization, is the rule in the South- 
ern Democratic States. | Unneces- 
sary efforts to enact this rule into 
statute have been frustrated by the 
Supreme Court.

In 1860 
the per capita average was 43 for* 
the year, a little less than one a 
week. In_ those days, of course, 
there were no rapid transit facilities 
in the modern senze. Gradually, as 
these facilities were introduced and 
expanded, the riding habit grew. It 
passed the rate of one a day in 1920. 
In 1927 it reached 461 rides a year 
for each man, woman and child in 
the city. Probably the average ride 
has grown longer. That may be one 
reason for the increase in popular- 
ity of the subways, which carry you 
further and get you more quickly to 
your destination.

The Cleveland Playhouse, the 
Goodman Theatre in..Chicago and 
the New Orleans group are the only 
prominent little theatres 
along without it.

Whenever a break occurs.in the 
stock market it is quite natural that 
reasons or excuses should be found 
for. it. . However, the-financial situ- 
ation is- growing more complex each 
day, and consequently it is more dif- 
ficult to definitely point out the rea- 
sons for a heavy reaction. 

As many no doubt realize, the ever-. 
increasing keenness of: competition 
in America has caused our large cor- 
porations to endeavor steadily to de- 
velop foreign outlets. As a result, 
the position of many of our. bonds 
and stocks is vitally affected by con- 
ditions in Europe. By way of illus- 
tration I might mention that the 
prosperity of our automotive indus-. 
try depends to a‘large degree on its 
export business, from.which it fol- 


vast importance to it. 

Also, since earning power is the big 
factor in the market conditions of 
bonds as well as stocks, the foreign 
situation is of great importance to 
investors here, even though one’s 
holdings may be exclusively. in 
American: securities. ‘These consid- 
erations add still further to the dif- 
ficulties of selecting the right stocks 
and bonds due to the complicated fi- 
nancial structure of a large number 
of our companies. 

A well-known statistician made the 
remark a short time ago that he was 
of the opinion that a drastic revision 
in the price of securities could be 
expected. While the time when this 
setback was likely to occur was not 
stated, it was nevertheless pointed 
out that the expected collapse would 
be. comparable to the Florida land 
boom.

There came stories from New 
Haven of a new style of attack, of 
the adoption of the Warner wing- 
back play and of the installation as 
line, coach of Adam Walsh, one of 
Notre Dame’s great centres:of the 
past. The host of volunteer experts 
spoke of the complete revolution in 
foothall.things at Yale. The coach 
does not agree with them. 

This week at New Haven, Stevens 
has his worries, and real ones, try- 
ing to bring along the team -that lost 
to Georgia at Athens last Saturday. 
A -week-end spent with the Yale ex- 
pedition to the South leaves the im- 
pression that Stevens will. be able to 
accomplish his purpose. 

His .Appearance Deceptive, 

Stevens does not look either the 
athlete or the football coach in civil- 
ian clothes. Tall and straight, he 
seems ‘slim and he wears big spec- 
tacles’ before a pair of dark eyes that 
are often quiet and reflective. It is 
only when he wears football clothes 
that the lithe grace which made him 
one of the greatest halfbacks Yale 
ever had becomes apparent. 

Stevens played only one year. for 
Yale, though he completed a four- 
year course. That year was 1923, 
when.Yale had perhaps its. greatest 
team of, modern years: Lyle Riche-

in the Harvard game at Cambridge.

“For months past the outpouring 
of new securities has been enormous, 
and finally the public.ceased to take 
the new. securities with the same 
avidity they had shown earlier.

The bulletin asserts that through- 
out the year there has been a bear 
market that has been hidden by the 
fact that certain stocks have ad- 
vanced enough to carry the figures 
of most of the stock averages. u - 
new high levels.’ Regarding this 
den bear market, it says: 

‘Despite the fact that more issues 
have advanced than have declined in 
a majority of the months this year 
the total of all the percentages of 
advance is 333, while the sum of 
the declines is 434. In a real sense 
there has been under way during the 
most of this year a sort of creeping 
bear market that has been hidden 
by the fact that many of the utility 
stocks, and some of the rails and 
certain other issues, have advanced 
so much as to carry the figures of 
most of the well-recognized .stock 
averages upward to new high levels 
from month to month meen the sharp 
decline of September be 

‘*This. has been a_hig “i “selective 
market. It has made new high rec- 
ords for volume of trading, and 
most of the stock averages have 
moved u rage 8 considerable peri- 
ods of time wi a rapidity never 
before equaled. Nevertheless the 
majority of the issues had been drift- 
ing down for a long time before the 
recent break began. Many of these 
have been the preferred stocks which 
have suffered with the bonds, because 
the public did not prefer them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—In a time 
of heavy supplies of nearly all farm 
products, the mid-October markets 
have done ‘‘quite as well as could 
be expected,’’ the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics declared today. 

“Conditions have been ‘unsettled 
rather than especially weak,’’ the 
bureau said. ‘‘Live stock was an ex- 
ception, some lines of hogs and cat- 
tle declining sharply on reports of 
liberal holdings of meats in storage. 

‘Cotton also lost a little, owing to 
slightly more favorable crop reports. 
Prices of grains, feeds and butter 
slanted down rather than up, without 
Much change. Apples. held their 
position and potatoes advanced on 
reports of still lighter production. 
Some improvement in export inquiry 
for wheat tended to offset the influ- 
ence of large market stocks and had 
a steadying effect upon the market. 
Domestic cash wheat markets held 
and elevators were the principal buy- 
ers. Export demand continues 
limited.”’ 

“The October estimate indicated a 
corn crop about 73,000,000 bushels 
larger than the September estimate, 
while the September forecasts of the 
oats and barley crops were increased 

,000,000 and 9,000,000 bushels, re- 
spectively. 

“Considerable corn is still subject 
to frost damage in Missouri and in 
the southern half of Illinois, parts 
of Kentucky and extreme Southerp 
Indiana,’ thé bureau. continued 
“Barly corn is being harvested is 
some areas. The oat market was 
weak with corn, while barley prices 
declined, influenced by general weak- 
ness in other feed ins and a slow 
demand for the offerings.

fifth Street. 

Mr.: Kirby contended. that: Douglas 
Vought of the real estate corporation 
had agreed to make a bid for the 
property in his behalf, and that Mr.

The speed of 
the elevators running to the tower 
floors will be approximately 1,000 feet 
a minute. In the dome of the tower 
will be an enclosed observation gal- 
lery, providing on. clear days a view 
of the surrounding metropolitan ter- 
ritory within. a radius of 100 miles.
